PARTY CAUCUSES. 

In the meantime caucuses of the two par- 
ties were in session. The Republican caucus 
was attended by all the Republicans of the 
House. The Democratic caucus had forty- 
eight members present. Representative 
Johnson of Dubuque had not yet arrived. 
Representative Smith of Boone, although im- 
portuned to do so, refused to attend either 
caucus. When the report of the Conference 
Committee was presented to the Republican 
caucus it was at once accepted and the ac- 
tion of the committee indorsed. However, 
when the Democratic contingent reported to 
their caucus they raised a row at once. Half 
a dozen members were on the floor at once 
and they hurled a choice selection of 
anathemas upon the heads of the committee 
for presuming to think for an instant that 
any agreement by which the temporary 
Speakership was given to the Republicans 
would be tolerated. 

The committee, finding that they were in a 
hopeless minority, said nothing and let the 
storm proceed. The caucus then voted to 
send the committee baca, with the statement 
that the Democrats claimed the Temporary 
Speakership; that the order as regards poli- 
tics, in which the officers of the House are 
proposed to be chosen, be reversed; and that 
a joint committee be appointed to agree upon 
the fifth member of the Committee on Cre- 
dentiais. The committee took this message 
back to the Republican conference commit- 
tee, but was at once met with a positive re- 
fusal to consent to any change in the pro- 
gram. 

Thus matters stood when the House con- 
vened at 2 p. m. today. Representative B. B. 
Lane, the senior member, from Polk County, 
called the House to order, and after prayer 
by the Rev. Mr. Harvey Representative Luke 
placed in nomination Capt. Head of Greene 
County for Temporary Speaker. Represent- 
ative Dayton, in behalf of the Democrats, 
nominated L. D. Hotchkiss of Davis County.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan 13.—[Special.]—A 
band of lynchers appeared in Jackson Coun- 
ty early yesterday morning and terrified sev- 
eral unoffending families in the vicinity of 
Crothersvilie. One of the men they called 
upon was Wiluam Slate. He refused to open 
bis door for them and they forced a way into 
his house. Slate was dragged from his 
bed. He resisted the lynchers and 
dealt two or three of them severe 
blows. One of them, in a rage, shot him, the 
ball entering his breast. The lynching party 
then fied, leaving the wounded man lying in 
the road near his home. Members of his 
family carried him Into the house, but were 
afraid to venture out before daylight to pro- 
cure the services of a physician. He cannot 
recover. 

After the shooting of Slate the lynchers 
went to the home of John C. Warner, a farm 
laborer, and, dragging him from his bed, tied 
him toatree near his house and whipped 
him with hickory switches until the blood 
flowed from his back. 

There is much excitement in Jackson 
County over the outrages. The punishmentof 
the men was wholly without cause. The scene 
of tne lynching is fifty miles north of the re- 
gion known as the White Cap Belt“ of South- 
ern Indiana, and has not been disturbed by 
such lawlessness since eleven members of 
the Reno gang of train robbers and high- 
waymen were hanged by vigilantes fifteen

Toronto, Ont., Jan. 13.—[Special. |—A hur- 
ricane prevailed in this province and che 
western part of the Province of Quebec to- 
Gay. Reports from all directions give ac- 
counts of leveling of trees, fences, and 
barns. Iu some places the storm caused 
great damage. At Niagara Falls tne large 
brick factory of the Canadian Web company, 
in which fifteen young women were at work, 
was blown down and the inmates buried in 
the ruins. All were rescued, little the worse 
for their experience, except Alice 
Dicker, who had a lege broken and 
was ‘badly bruised. Two of the 
guys of the lately reérected suspension 
bridge across Niagara River gave way and 
fell into the river, and it was feared the 
bridge would go again, but it has withstood 
the storm. A peculiar feature of the nurri- 
cane’s work in that district was the upset- 
ting of farmers’ loads and the scattering 
far and wide of the produce.

The military turnout was imposing, and com- 

prised representative companies from every 

regiment of Ohio troops. The fourth division 

in the great parade was made up entirely of 

the National Guard. It is estimated that 

8,000 soldiers and about 5,000 members of va- 
rious Democratic clubs were in line. 

Early the boys in blue began to arrive, and 
all forenoon the steady tramp of marching 
troops, the clang of arms, and the sharp 
word of command were heard in the streets. 
All were attired in new uniforms with dark 
blue overcoats, their appearance being far 
more comfortabie than that of their march- 
ing associates, the political clubs. The 
Cleveland Grays were among tre first to 
reach the city, their steadiness in march 
making a favorable impression as they 
passed along the streets. Detachments 
following from the Second, Third, Fifth, 
Sixth; Seventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth, and Seventeenth regiments and 
Ninth battalion gave High street a war- 
like appearance. All the railways leading to 
the city ran extra trains, and long before the 
inaugural ceremonies the principal thorough- 
fares were crowded with people. 

The exercises took place on the east ter- 
race of the State-house, where Gov. Camp- 
bell took the oath of office and delivered his 
inaugural eddress. At. exactly 12 o’ciock 
carriages containing Gov. Foraker, Gov.- 
elect Campbell, Chef Justice Minsnhall, 
Speaker Hysell, Mayor Bruck, and others 
left tne Neil House and proceeded to the 
north side of the Capitol An immense 
throng surrounded the stand erected on the 
east terrace and it was with difficulty that a 
path was made from the carriages to the 
steps of the stand. 

ON THE STAND. 

The first man on the stand was the Rev. N. 
S. Smith, pastor of Westminster Presby- 
terian Church, who had been selected to open 
the exercises with prayer. He was followed 
by the committee of the General Assembly 
having the inauguration preparations in 
charge. A moment later Gov. Foraker and 
Gov.-elect Campell, arm in arm, appeared on 
the steps, and a mighty cheer went up. They 
were followed by the gentlemen of the party 
and by the new Governor’s military staff, 
headed by Adjutants-General Axline and 
Hawkins. The new staff officers, brilliant in 
gold and black, opened a path for the ladies 
to pass through to the stand. Mrs. Gov. 
Foraker, Miss Campbell, and the wives and 
ladies of the Governor's stuff, together with 
members of the Ohio Ladies’ Democratic 
Club, who had brought beautiful bouquets of 
fiowers for the occasion, passed through this 
avenue and took their places on the stand 
amid cheers. 

Senator Van Cleaf, as Chairman of the 
Legisiatiye Committee, presented the v. 
Dr. Smith, who beiefly and earnestly asked 
the divine blessing on the members of the 
outgoing Administration and upon the acts of 
the new, Gov. Foraker then mounted a 
chair. His appearance was the signal for an 
outburst of applause. He said: 

„Fellow. Citizens: There remains for me 
to perform only one additional official ac 
and that is to present to my successor, as 
do with great pleasure, his commission as 
Governor of Obio. In-doing this 1 have only 
one word to say, and that is the expression 
of my sincere hope that his Administrauon 
may prove in every respect one successful in 
the highest degree. have the pleasure of 
introducing to you Gov. Campbell.” 

ADMINISTERING THE OATH. 

There was another demonstration of ap- 
proval on the | of the audience, and then 
Chief Justice Minshall administered the oath 
of office to Gev. Campbell. The moment tne 
ceremony was concluded Gov. Foraker 
stepped up and shook hands with and con- 
gratula his successor. The new Governor 
mounted a chair and said: 

“ Before proceeding to the delivery of the 
inaugural address I wish to thank you, Gov. 
Foraker, most heartily for your kind wishes 
and to assure you and the people that I ac- 
cept this honor of Governor with a full ap- 
S of the responsibilities of the posi- 

on. 

Gov. Campbell then delivered his inaugural 
address. 

The parade then formed and, to the music 
of dozens of bands, made atour of the city. 
The display was a fine one and evoked great 
enthusiasm. Col. B. W. Custer of Columbus 
commanded the first division, Gen, E. B. 
Sawyer of Cleveland the second, T. J. Mulvi- 
hill of Cincinnati the third, and Col. K. J. 
Pocock the fourth. 

The team that drew the Governor’s ear- 
riage consisted of four white Arabian horses 
owned by E. H. Jones of Ironton. The 
owner, who is a stanch Democrat, drove the 
team himself. This evening Gov. Campbell 
received the Cleveland Grays and their 
friends at 6 o’clock, and two hours later gave 
a public reception in the Senate Chamber 
to the ¢itizens and public generally. 

Gov. Campbdell’s message to the General 
Assembly is com tively brief, and touches 
upon a number of subjects of State ana local 
interest. He recommends that home rule be 
restored to all the cities as s ily as vossi- 
ble, and enters into detail as to the needs of 
Cincinnati. He strongly commends the sys- 
tem of bailot reform commonly called the 
Australian system, and sketches briefly tne 
success with which it has met in other coun- 
tries and States. The argument that it would 
be a hardship to illiterate voters is substan- 
tially answered and the conclusion reached 
that public sentiment is not educated to the 
point, and any attempt to enact such a law 
now would probably prove futile. 

He favors ths abolition of the office of Com- 
missiover of Railroads and Telegraphs, ana 
thinks the duties could be better performed 
by a Railroad Commission provided there be 
any necessity for the State supervision of 
railroads, ' 

The message, in speaking of the military, 
suggests erecting a permanent encampment 
with all suitable conveniences. 


EX-GOV. FOSTER NOMINATED. 


Ohio Republican Legislators Name Him 
as Their Senatorial Candidate. 

Cotumsus, O., Jan. 13.--[Special.|—Ex- 
Gov. Foster captured the Republican nomi- 
nation for United States Senator tonight by 
an almost unanimous vote. Representative 
Griffin of Lucas and three other gentlemen 
from the Northwest voted for Gen. W. H. 
Gibson asa sortof rebuke to Foster for his 
pipe line connections at Toledo, but Foster 
had the balance of the voting strength of 
the caucus. Fifty-nine members responded 
to their names at roll cali, there bemg 
twelve absentees on account of iilness and 
for other causes. Foster received fifty-five 
votes and Gibson four. Afterward, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Griffin, tne nomination of Foster 
was unanimous. A letter was 
read from the ex-Governor reminding tne 
Republican members that if at any time 
oting for Senator in joint session 
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rer this may be, the revolt 
is much more serious than was at first sup- 
pease and the interest centersin the specu- 
ation as to the moving spirit. Some claim 
that Railroad Commissioners Montgomery 
and Bartlett are at the bottom of it. In other 
quarters itis believed that Vice-President 
ancher of the Farmers’ Alliance has been 
creating the disturbance. No attempt at re- 
organization was made today, the only move 
in that direction being a demand for a list 
of clerks appointed by the Speaker. 

The main fightin the House was over the 
proposition to submit an amendment to the 
Constitution on the question of locauon of 
the Capital providing that the location shall 
be left to the Legisiature. After a lively 
row, in which hot words. were exchanged, 
the House adjourned without taking action. 

The bill allow th® prosecution of crimi- 
nal offenses on information and dispensing 
with the grand jury unless ordered by the 
court passed the House. | 

Worst’s bill to. prohibit the formation of 
trusts passed the Senate. 

The Attorney General today renaered an 
opinion to the effect that members of the 
Legislature cannot draw — diem for the 
nineteen days of the holiday recess. This 
has Caused à general expression of disgust in 
the legisiative halis and among the numerous 
clerks and officers. Those Senators who 
voted in caucus to give their $05 each to the 
destitute farmers of the State must vow go 
down in their pockets for. $95 more or leave 
the needy farmers without their handsome 
donation. 

Prerre, S. D., Jan. 13.—In the House the 
morning was consumed in discussing the 
salaries of employés. In the afternoon 
forty-three bills were introduced, among 
which was one introduced by the House 
Committee on Temperance to prohibit te 
manufacture and sale of intogicating liquors, 
and two on trusts.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 18.— [Special. — The 
Senatorial question is becoming rather live 
now, despite the frequent assertions that 
the election is too far off to make itso. The 
fight is on, and it is between Chandier and 
Vest. Senator Vest has put upa nice little 
plot to maintain his supremacy, und parties 
to this plot are Gov. David R. Francis and 
Charles H. Jones of the Republic. Jones and 
Francis are partners in the Hepudblic, Francis 
and his father-in-law, John D. Perry, are 
said to own acontroiling interest in the pa- 

rand fixtures. Jones 1s the chief fixture. 

rancis and Vest have an understanding, and 
Jones does Francis’ work in the carrying 
out of tne agreement. Francis is not a candi- 
date—that is, he is only to be a candidate 
enough to deliver votes to Vest when the 
Senatorial ficht is on. He is to be in the field 
to scare off other candidates, for Francis 
will be able to use his wealth in this position 
to forward Vests embitions. in this way 
Francis can take votes from any other can- 
didate who may ve in the race. 

Mr. Vest, after this understanding had 
been reached with Fran saw that the mat- 
ter bad become too generally known to leave 
aim safe. It was clear to him that if people 
uaderstaca he and Francis understood 
each other could not do anything for 
Vest. Vest wrote his letter to State 
Senator McGrathintimating that Francis had 
gone back on the agreement. This created 
sympathy for Vest and at the same time 

aced Francis ina position so that he could 
rally bis friends and fix them for delivery to 
Vest at the right time, Ineidentally to this 
little scheme and to strengthen the grip on the 
situation Col. Jones may trotted forward 
asa Democratic candidate for Congress in 
the Ninth District. The politicians claim 
that Jones has been laying wires to that eid 
for some time past, but whether he has or 
not his nomination for the place would not 
be impossible, considering the grip that 
Francis has on the district in various direc- 
tion s. 

UTAH PRACTICALLY BANERUPT.

Sarr Lake Crry, Utah, Jan. 13.—The Utah 
Legislature met today. Gov. Thomas sen} in 
a brief message, referring mainly to Territo- 
rial affairs ana recommending in general 
terms that the Legisiature take steps to bring 
Utah in accord with the General Govern- 
ment. The Auditor’s report shows $185,697 
of warrants in circulation and the Treas- 
urer’s report shows but $89.78 cash on hand.

The Governor expressed 
the wish that hearty codperation be given 
the movement. He expressed the belief that 
Congress would not pass obnoxious election 
laws to apply to the uth because of a lack 
of indorsement from the Northern people. 
He recommended strongly the abolishment of 
the present convict-leasing system, and pro- 
posed that the convicts be employed by tne 
State on State farms, most of them being ne- 
groes.

Ald. Arthur Dixon and Madden Oriticise the ne 


“Thirteen-Trip Humbug“ and Other 
Objectionable Practices—Ald. Dunham's 
Boiler Ordinance Pat On Its Passage— 
The Taylor Street Urdinence—Oll in 
the City~New Schools—Other Bust- 
ness. 

Ald. Dixon of the First Ward and Ald. 
Madden raised quite a breeze in dhe Council 
last evening by attacking the prerogatives 
and privileges of the street railway compa- 


nies. The subject under consideration was. 


the grant of the right to the West Side com- 
pany to extend its tracks on Armi avenue 
half a mile mto the old Town of Jefferson. 
Ald. Harris, Campbell, and Fonda were the 
champions of the ordinance, 

Ald. Dixon first attackea the section giv- 
ing the company a twenty years’ franchise. 
On his motien by a vote of 28 to 27 the term 
of the franchise was made fourteen years. 

Ald. Summerfield next attacked the sec- 


‘tion making the license fee “$50 and no 


more” for each car. The “no more“ was 
stricken out 
Ald, Dixoa returned to the agsault and at- 


tacked the provision making “a car mean 


thirteen trips.“ He said he had obtained in- 
formation from a prominent city officer that 
the section which had been smuggled into 
the ordinance a8 a compromise worked 
wholesale fraud. Not more than one-fourth 
of tne cars used paid license, and the city 
officer told him that the street-car companies 
paid just as much as they thought fit and 
no more. He moved that they pay for each 
car used, just as teamsters are obliged to pay 
for each truck used, The gallery applauded. 

But Harris, Ryan, and Campbell made ex- 
cuses for the companies. The adoption of 
the amendment would tell against trippers, 
and would entail hardships on the people. 
Dixon's mo®@on was shouted down. 

Aid. Madden then moved that eight trips 


correspond to a licensed car’s day’s work 


and that the computation be made on this 
basis. This was also shouted down, but an 
amendment 1 — tor half fares for vhil- 
dren under D pressed by the same Alderman 
was then adopted. 3 

The attack by Dixon and Madden is the 
first made ig the Council on the thirteen-trip 
humbug. The ordinance, except the 14-year 
amendment and ine chiidren half fare 
amendment, was adopted as presented by 
Campbeil from the Judici Com mittee. 
Even an amendment compelling the com- 
pany to run cars every fifteen minutes, of- 
ferea by Haynes, was yoted down, 

THE BOILER ORDINANCE. 

By great perseverance, and because of the 
kindiy feelings entertained for him by the 
older membérs of the Council, Ald. Dunham 
managed te get re his amendment to the 
boller ordimance shortly before 11 o’clock. 
Aid. Cullerton moved to revommitit. The 
moon to recommit was lost by a vote of 48 
to 3. The ordinance was then put on its pas- 
sage and passed with one slight amendment. 
The chunges it makes in the present ordi- 
nance are as follows: 

Whenever the plates of which any boiler is made 
show thereon the manufacturers’ stamps in- 
dicating its tensile strength, such boiler may be 
tested ana rated in accordance with the United 
States Steamboat Inspection law governing the 
inspection of steam boilers. 

It shall be the duty of any person using steam 
boilers in the Cuy of Chieago to provide and 
properly affix thereto a full complement of try 
cocks, one water gauge, one steam gauge, one 
or more safety valves of suitable dimensions to 
each and every boiler, one of which safety valves 
shall be aspring or popwalveand plugs of good 
Banca tin to be inserted iu asuitable manner in the 
flues, crown sheet, or other parts of the boiler 
must be ex to the heat of the furnace when 
the water fails below its preseribed limits, all to 
be subject tothe approval of the inspector; and 
to provide and properly attach to each boiler a 
good and sufficient force pump cr other means 
of supplying the boiler with water, which shall 
also be subject to the approval of the inspector. 

MR. YERKES OBJ SCOTS. 

A communication from Mr. Yerkes was 
read cailing attention to contradictory pro- 
visos in Sed 2 of the Taylor street ordinance, 
also to the too liberal rof Sec. 16 in 
reference to tne exercise of the Council’s pow- 
ers over the roadway. Mr. Yerkes explained 
that the intention was that the street rail- 
way company should pay $100,000 into 
the City Treasury to compensate for the 
removal of the Adams street bridge to 
Tayior street, and the erection of such via- 
ducts, abutments, and approaches as the 
steam railroad companies under these ordi- 
nances are not obliged to construct. Mr. 
Yerkes further held that if the $100,000 was 
not spent in the manner indjvated the bal- 
auce should be returned to the railroad com- 
pany. He further ovjected to a possible 
reading of the section which would impose 
on the street-car company the duty of via- 
duct construction. Sec. 16 provides 
that the frapchise granted shall be 
“subject. to all general ordinances of 
the city now in force or which may hereafter 
be in force.“ He objected to the phrase 
“ hereafter be in force.“ He suggested that 
it be amended 80 as to read “ hereatter be in 
force in accordance with the present police 
powers of the city.” 

Ald. Powers introduced a resolution that 
the Council accept Mr. Yerkes’ interpreta- 
tion of the two sections of the ordinance, 
which he criticisea. 

Ald. Dixon of the First moved that the 
whoie subject be referred to the Law De- 
partment. Ald. Whelan seconded the mo- 
tion. 

Ald. Madden asked why the Council should 
accept the interpretation of a street railway 
President of the franchise which it chose to 
grant. 

Ald. Kent said it was not contemplated by 
those who voted for the ordinance that any 
part of the $100,000 should be returned to the 
street-car company. 

The Mayor intervened and explained that 
the ordinance as passed seemed to be contra- 
dictory. 

“That being so.“ said Ald. Dixon, 
the ordinance and the resolution ought to 
be sent to ne Law Department.“ That dis-

MUNICIPAL AND COUNTY MATTERS, 


Committee Recommendations Regarding 

Street-Cars—Dieting of Jail Prisoners, 

The sub-committee of the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys West, after several weeks’ in- 

vestigation of the demand for extra cars on sev- 
eral West Side street-car lines during the morn- 
ing and evening rusb, submitted a report yester- 
day recommending the passing of an ordinance, 
to be drawn by the Law Department, compelling 
the severai street railway companies to furnish 
adequate accommodations to the traveling pub- 
lic at all times. 

The Council Committee on Streets and Alleys 
West reported a number of ordinances for cross- 
town street-car lines to the Law Department. 
The ordimances ask for the right to operate 
street-car lines by horse or cable power as fol- 
lows: Ashland avenue, between Twelfth and 
Twenty-second streets; Western avenue, bo- 
tween Twelfth and Twenty-sixth streets; North 
Ashland avenue, between West Erie and West 
Lake streets; Fourteenth street, between Canal 
and Robey streets; Colorado avenue, between 
California and Crawford avenues; Kedzie ave- 
nue, betweer Madison and Twelfth streets; 
Robey street, between Milwaukee and Blue Island 
uvenues; Eighteenth street, between Halsted 
and State streets. An ordinance for a connect- 
ing line on Chicago avente, from Larrabee 
street to Milwaukee avenue, was recommended 
favorably to the Council. 

Ald, Jackson objected toa cross-town line on 
Robey street. The proverty-owners there, he 
said, objected to it, and would appear before the 
committee to protest against it. Ald. Kent 
favored it. It is the one thing that the people 
of the West Division have needed,“ he said. 
The South Division has had first-class accom- 
modations because the cross-town hnes made 
almost any part of it easy of access. Cross- 
town lines 12 do a great deal towards building 
up the West Side, and the ordinance should be 
passed at as early a date as possible.“ 

The committee decided to recommend the 


opening of the eastern half of Rockwell street, . 


the western half of Seymour street between 
Grand avenue and Huron street. and parts of 
Grand avenue and Ohio street, which have been 
fenced in by Keys & Thatcher, owners of a stone 
yard, which, on account of blasting, has been de- 
nounced as a nuisance. 

The Council Committee on Schools yesterday 
agreed to recommend favorably to the Council 
the proposition of the Oly Board of Educa- 
uon to purchase fifty feet of ground adjoining 
the Longfellow school for $5,300. 

COUNTY BOARD MEETING. 

At the meeting of the County Board yesterday 
County st Terhune submitted an opinion 
on the dieting of prisoners at the jail, in which 
he says, amorg other things: 

“Tam of the opinion that your honorable body 
may in your discretion either, first, allow the 
Sheriff for dieting each prisoner such compensa- 
tion to cover the actual cost as you may deem 
just and proper; in other words, you may 
allow the Sheriff such fixed sum per diem as in 
your best judgment will cover the actual vost of 
the undertaking; or, second, your honorable 
body may require the Sheriff to draw by requi- 
sition the provisions necessary for the proper 
dieting of the prisoners. 

*“ Whichever one of these two methods your 
honorable body may adopt, there should in the 
annual appropriation bill be a specific appro- 
priation of a fixed aggregate sum of money suffi- 
cient to cover the estimated expenditure, and 
the same cannot be legally executed by the 
Sheriff or by you.“ 

Com missioner Schubert's motion to re-refer the 
opinion to the County Attorney with a request to 
say who is to be the judge of what constitutes 
the “wholesome food, well cooked and in suff 
cient quantity.“ which the law says shall be 
served to the prisoners, was carried. 

A communication from Jadge Altgeld urging 
the board not to reduce the appropriation for 
the Normal school was referred to the Public 
Service Committee. 

On motion of Commissioner Schubert Dr. 
Christian Fenger was made extra surgeon on the 
County Hospital staff. 

Nic Michels sent in a communication declining 
the position of assistant to the County Attorney 
and signifying his willingness to serve as specia 
counsel in the boodle cases as they should 
come up.

MURDER OF SALOONKEEPER KELLER. 


A Reward of $500 Offered for the Appre- 
hension of the Assailant. 

Mrs. John Keller, wife of Saloonkeeper Keller, 
bo was assaulted in the hallway over his place 
at No. 848 Fifth avenue Dec. 19, receiving in- 
juries from which he died, has offered $500 re- 
ward for any information leading to the avpre- 
hension of the assailant, such information to be 
given to Chief of Police Marsh. 

Considerable mystery attaches to the circum- 
stances surrounding the murder of Keller. At 1 
o'clock the morning of Dec. 19 he had closed his 
saloon and started for his living rooms on the 
floor above. Up-stairs in the haliway leading to 
his apartment he encountered some one in the 
dark. who struck him with a heavy weapon, in- 
flicting a V-shaped wound two inches long on 
top of his head and a second cut of less impor- 
tance behind the left ear. While Dr. Wallace, 
who was summoned to attend the injured man, 
was dressing the wounds a grayish matter was 
discharged from the deeper cut on top of the 
head, tut as the patient seemed to feel all right, 
and the physician said he would be out in two or 
— days, no danger was apprehended by the 

amily. 

In a few days Keller did get up and was about 
tending to business, but erysipelas soon set in 
and he returned to his bed to remain there until 
he died, Jan. 5. 

There is absolutely no.clew to the identity of 
the murderer. There are other occupants of the 
building oh the floors above the Kellers’ apart- 
ments, but there had been no attempt at burg- 
lary in any of their rooms, so that the proba- 
bility that the attack was made by thieves in- 
tent on escaping is reduced to a minimum. 
Everything indicates that the murder was a pre- 
meditated one and that its rpetrator lay in 
wait in the dark and struck down his victim in 
cold blood, While Keller had enemies such as 
saloonkeepers are bound to have. tough charac- 
ters who had been thrown out of his place, he 
had no recent trouble with any one.

The street laborer, with his eight 
hours’ toil, makes up about 2,400 hours a 
year, with no vacationsexcept Sundays. The 
fireman, on the other hand, may be said to 
be perpetually on duty. During each week 
he has one afternoon, one night, and one 
morning off. The rest of the time he is at 
the disposai of the city. Shail the school- 
ma’am with her short hours ana short week 
be paid as much as men are who do twice to 
thrice her amount of work? 

It is nonsense to talk about females being 
underpaid as compared with men because 
they are women. They are paid less than 
men in the open market ‘because their work 


| is worth less. Where their labor is as valua- 


ble as a man’s they get the same reward. 
As seen they are paid in this city much high- 
er by the hour or time of service than the 
male empioyés of tne city. 

Therefore, let these misguided friends of 
the public schools think more and gabble 
less. At best it will not be easy to beat this 
coalition of ultramontanes and Democratic 
spoiismen; but if they keep on clamoring for 
bigger appropriations for well-paid persons 
the result will de thut the taxpayers will turn 
an attentive ear to those whoare for ulterior 
purposes talking about the extravagance of 
te public schools and sternly demand re- 
treachment. 


PUMP TRR CANAL FULL. 

While the Mayor is office brokmeg and the 
Aldermen are dawdling the condition of the 
river is getting worse and worse. The 
Bridgeport pumps have not been running 
since the first of the month, and it will be 
four or five weeks before they are in opera- 
tion. They are one of the monuments of Mr. 
Cregier’s aniitaess for the place he held as 
Commissioner of Public Works. They never 
were good for anything and it would prob- 
ably be a saving of money to throw them out 
and get new ones. 

The Aldermen hold committee meetings 
and make speeches but they do nothing, 
though it is pumps and not speeches that are 
needed at this moment. The problem is a 
simple enough one. The more it is examined 
the simpler it appears. Dr. Rauch says that 
the city must pump 120,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute out of the river or there will be a pesti- 
lence. Mr. Cooley, who says he has 
devoted considerable thought to this branch 
of the drainage question, holds that the 
quantity of water that Dr. Rauch calls for 
can be thrown into the canal and that it 
will hold it. He says that there is no need 
| of dredging out the West Fork or naving a 
dispute with the icemen on the Desplaines 
about damages, but that all that is required 
is to raise the canal banks at a few places 
and some of tne bridges across it, and then 
pump up to the full limit of 120,000 feet. It 
must be remembered that the canal has been 
cut down so far below the prairie level that 
it is capable of holding more than twice the 
quantity of water that has ever been thrown 
into it. Therefore, let the city proceed to 
pump that increased quantity. 

To do it will not require the half-million 
dollars that has been talked of. Ali that will 
be necessary is to make some cheap filling 
at afew points along the canal banks and 
putin more pumps. Tne Commussioners will 
be glad enough to have it done. There will 
be a few bridges to be raised. If any of 
them are travel bridges the expense will not 
be great, and it will be cheaper for the city 
to foot the bills. If they are railroad bridges 
the roads should raise them. If they do not 
they must take the consequences. It is an 
absolute necessity that the city pump more 
water into the canal, and it cannot be stopped 
from doing it to suit the convenience of any 
railroad. In sucha case the public health 
would prevail iu any court. 

It will be necessary to have some more 
pumps. They should be ordered at once, and 
they should not be after the same miserable 
pattern which Mr. Cregier feil in love with 
when be bought the present Bridgeport ones. 
The city should ask and follow the advice of 
some competent engineer. Nor is it neces- 
sary to walt for the passage of the appropria- 
tion bill to enter on this work. There is a 
sufficient emergency to justify the Council in 
starting in at once without delaying till 
March. The emergency isso grave that it 
ought even to rouse the Mayor from his 
\stolidity and set him to studying how the 
health of the city is to be preserved. 


JACKSON AND JEFFERSON. 

The Augusta (Ga) Chronicle sings the 
praises of Jefferson and says he was a far 
greater Democrat than Jackson ever though 
the latter did set in practice the theory that 
“to the victors belong the spoils.” The 
Chronicle is quite right. When it comes to 
comparative strength and fervor of Democ- 
racy, Jackson is to Jefferson “as moonlight 
unto sunlight or as water unto wine.” Jef- 
ferson was the inventor of the great Demo- 
cratic principle of State sovereignty. He 
looked with disfavor on the Constitution, for 
it made a Nation, and therefore opposed its 
adoption. He wrote the Kentucky resolu- 
tions setting the State above the Nation and 
muking its will supreme. He was the father 
of nullification and the grandfather of seces- 
sion. Jackson was a Nationalist, an anti- 
nullifier, adevout believer in the Constitu- 
tion as the charter of Nationality. 

The Chronicle also says that the purchase of 
Louisiana by Jefferson was an incomvarably 
greater act than the winning of the battie of 
New Orieans—

of the inquiry and the testimony taken by 
the House Ways and Means Committee, all 
of which seem to indicate higher tariff rates 
rather than any reduction or reiorm. The New 
York Tribune asks whether it is not plainly 
equitable “ when men who enjoy the bene- 
“ fits of protection unite to deprive the peo- 
„ple of those benetits that they should be 
“ helped by the law no longer?” When the 
New York organ of the ultra-protectionists 
makes thiseomplaint what must be the feel- 
ing of Repubhcans who look to their party to 
reform the tariff with due regard to the 
preservation of the protective principle, but 
with a determination to tut down every ex- 
cessive duty which shelters trustism and 
helps com bim es to gouge the public! 

The New York Tribune speaks only of the 
Standard Oil and tae White Lead Trusts. The 
first cannot be reached by tariff legislation 
since it is not airectiy affected by foreign 
competition and not dependent on duties for 
its profits, and itis true of the second that 
when it attempts to push prices inordinately 
high the people at once cease to buy white 
lead and use instead the cheaper mixing 
paints, But there are scores of trusts against 
which the people have no protection and 
cannot have while excessive duties are main- 
tained. It a tariff of 40 per cent would guard 
an industry irom destructive foreign compe- 
tition and give it fair profit a rate 
of @ per cent would mean that cer- 
tain persons could get 20 per cent 
over and above just gains as soon as they 
would combine and charge up to the mit of the 
duty. Excessive duties thus operate as 
bribes and inducements for the formation of 
trust monopolies. An inordinately high duty 
keeps out foreign competition and greedy 
individuals can then unite to suppress rivalry 
among themselves and gouge the public 
without restraint. Such rates do not repre- 
sent protection, but its abuse and perversion. 
Every reasonable protectionist should de- 
mand that they be reduced and not kept up 
as a wall behind which trust combines find 
shelter.

How many of these Representatives have 
constituents interesved in the profits of the 
Window Glass Trust which has recently an- 
nounced an advance in rates and that the 
people must pay higher prices than at any 
time in the last five years! This trust is pro- 
tected by enormous duties, running as high 
as 114 per ceut on some kinds of giass 
and not lower than 66 on any of its products, 
Can it be pretended that such rates serve 
any other purpose than to foster trustism and 
make the public pay excessive prices? Work- 
men don’t vote for such rates, and they per- 
sistently deny that they can get any higher 
wages from an establishment which is mak- 
ing four or five profits than from others 
which. only secure one. Why, then, 
do the Republican members of the com- 
mittee hesitate to make reductions that 
will destroy the trusts and prevent 
the misure and abuse of the principle 
of protection? Oongressmen must not think 
that the people do not tnderstand the extent 
to which trade is infested with trustism and 
how excessive duties protect these combines. 
The people are looking to Congress for relief 
from the Glass Trust, the Rubber Trust, the 
Steel Trust, tne Sveel-Beam Trust, the Plow 
Trust, the Nail Trust, the Stove Trust, the 
Copper Trust, and other like combines. 
What explanation will Congressmen make if 
they leave on the tariff list excessive duties 
which operate to encourage trustism by of- 
fering producers inordinate profits on condi- 
won that they combine and suppress do- 
mestic competition? 

COMPARATIVE CROP VALUES. 

A New York paper has published a com- 
parison of alleged money vaiues of the cereal 
crops of the last two years, based on the 
supposition that both sold in New York at 
the average prices prevailing in that city at 
the opening of January in the vear next fol- 
lowing. It is deducef as a conclusion that 
the larger yield of 1889 was worth $70,000,000 
less than the smaller production of 1888, ana 
this statement was taken as a text from 
which a certain railroad man preached a 
homily on the poor prospect for transporta- 
tion companies during the next few months. 
He argued that they cannot do well, however 
much they may carry, because of the impov- 
erishment of the farmers, who have to sell 
their abundance at starvation prices. 

The oue shaky point in this logic lies in the 
fact that it assumes too much. The premises 
are too Comprehensive for the truth, and the 
conclusion may, therefore, be erroneous. In 
the first place, the New York price does not 
necessarily govern, being often relatively 
much lower than the guotation in the West. 
Secondly, the first week in January is not a 
gauge for the whole year except by accident. 
Thirdly, it isa mistake to assume that the 
value of a crop to the farmer is measured by 
the price per unit of volume he receives for 
his surpius. 

The first two of these St ee are self- 
evident. The other may need a little expla- 
nation for the purpose of showing how it 
utterly vitiates an argument of which it 
forms the basis or part of it. Tun Trisune’s 
Annual Review gave as the value of the 
produce received in this city last year $388, - 
000,000, against $371,000,000 for 1888. And 
this was accompanied by a reduction of fully 
$8,000,000 in the value of the flour received, 
which was due not to a smaller manufacture 
but to the fact that much larger quantities 
went East by other routes from the West 
last year than in the twelve months next 
preceding. It is legitimate to add in that 
amount, not in measuring the trade of 
the city, but in trymg to obtain an 
idea of relative crop values to the 
producer, which is the point now 
under consideration. We sball then have an 
increase of close on 7 per cent in the amount 
actually paid here for farm produce received, 
while St. Louis was claiming a large increase 
of export business in corn taken from Chi- 
cago, the Northwest insisting that its Soo” 
route Was taking our wheat trade, and differ- 
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over an alleged prosperity in the packing 
business at the expense of the center at the 
head of Lake Michigan. If all these claims

It may be 
frankly admitted to be desirable that the 
farmers should be abie to obtain more for 
their corn and oats, etc., they are now 
receiving. It would de tio worse for the 
country as a whole and decidedly better for 
tnem as a class if they did. But there is no 
use in talking cheap nonsense about their 
being worse off in seasons of plenty than 
when crops are far below the average. To 
talk and write that way is to egcourage false 
notions of political economy and work pecu- 
niary injury to those who are foolish enough 
to act on the suggestions thrown out by ill- 
advised expounders of the situation. 


LITTLE PORTUGAL'S BACKDOWN. 
The dispute between England and Portu- 
gal has been settied by the withdrawal of 
the latter so far as preseat occupancy of the 


‘South African provinces along the Zambesi 


River is concerned, but under such condi- 
tions as to admit of a reopening of the quar- 
rel at some future time should Portugal be 
so disposed, unless the principle involved 
can be settled by arbitration. Which of the 
two Powers is in the right is @ complicated 
question. Portugal lays claim to the region 
in dispute by original discovery and first 
settlement more than a century ago, but be- 
yond this she establishes no claim, and, as 
England asserts, has not perfected her title, 
while the latter has explored the country, 
effected settiements, defended her colonists 
against the natives, and more or less devel- 
oped it. 

As a matter of ethics neither Power has 
any right to it, but ethics doesn’t count in 
locating. and organizing African colonies. 
Might makes the right, and in this case might 
is on the side of England, and she presented 
her ultimatum to Portugal backed with over- 
whelming force, Her Minister to Portugal 
was instructed to sever all diplomatic rela- 
dions if the demand was not granted in twen- 
ty-four hours, and her Sduth African equad- 
ron was ordered to Make a naval demonstra- 
tion at Quilimane, Delagoa Bay, and St. 
Vincent. Thus confronted on all sides, Portu- 
gal made @ virtue of necessity and agreed to 
recall all her troops, officials, and expedi- 
tions from the disputed. territory, but pluck- 
ily replied to the Eaglish Government that 
she did not waive any of the rights of the 
Crown to the territory and only withdrew 
her representatives because she was too 
weak to resist a Power of. the first rank. It 
is not improbable that had Portugal been a 
nation of her own size and strength the 
question would have been let out to arbitra- 
tion and we should have heard no talk of an 
ultimatum, The big fellow bas ordered the 
little fellow off the premises and the little 
fellow went, of course, not wishing to be 
trounced. That is all there 1s to it. 

Once in full possession of the disputed 


ground it is sate to say that possession will 


be nine points of the law and that no future 
negotiations or arbitration will be abie to 
oust Engiand. Her whole colonial policy will 
shortly be concentrated in Africa and there 
she is destined te recoup herself for the 
prospective losses of her present great col- 
onies—Australia, Canada, and India—which 
are destined some day to slip from her con- 
trol. Portugal has too many troublesome ques- 
tions on her hands at home to make any fuss 
over foreign questions against a Power like 
England. Its Government, confronted by its 
own discontented people, and fearing every 
day a pophlar revolution agaiast its author- 
ity with the view to establishing a republic, 
bankruptinits treasury, and witha young 
and inexperienced ruler at its head, will not 
be likely to defy any other Power. It has 
all it can do to save itself. Meanwhile Eu- 
gland may be expected to fasten her grip 
upon these new provinces so powerfully 
that nothing can disturbit. With the con- 
trol of Egypt in the north itis only a ques- 
tion of time how soon she will dominate the 
whole eastern part of Africa. From her 
original base at Cape Colony she has suc- 
cessively gobbled Natal, ne Orange Free 
State, and the Transvaal and now she 
strikes at the whole strip from Delagoa Bay 
to the mouth of the Zambesi, 500 miles, and 
extending several hundred miles inland. 


MISSISSIPPI'S SUPERFLUOUS MEMORIAL. 

There was submitted to the Mississippi 
Legislature yesterday, representing the white 
minority of the populauon, @ memorial to 
Congress asking for the abrogation of the 
fifteenth amendment to the Constitution. 
That the Mississippi Legislature will approve 
and indorse it is quite probable. The me- 
morialists base their prayer upon the as- 
sumed inferiority. of the negro asa citizen 
and set forth that ali the trouble in the State 
and the complications of the race problem 
are due to the black man’s political rights; 
hence they would have the amenament abro- 
gated that gives the colored majority of the 
citizens the right to vote. By stripping the 
blacks of the bailot the rest of the way to 
their reénslayement would be much short- 
ened. 

The memorial to Congress when it reaches 
that body should be treated with silent con- 
tempt, Coming from the source it does, it is 
in the nature of an insult. The fifteenth 
amendment provides that “the right of cit- 
nens of the United States to vote shall not 
be denied or abridged by the United States 
or by any State on account of race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude.” Is not this 
amendmentalready abrogated so far as Missis- 
sippi is concerned! Since when have the 
colored citizens of that State exercised the 
right of voting which this amendment gives 
them? When have they appeared at the 
polis and voted uniess they Were wiiling to 
vote for Democratic candidates?! In the last 
half-dozen years they have not had even a 
candidate for a State office, as the foily of 
running for office when one’s constituents 
are not allowed to vote was only too appar- 
ent. The only opportunity negroes have to 
vote in Mississippi 1s in small country places 
where they are in an overwhelming majority. 
In such places they may go through the form 
of voting, but in the end, as white Democrats 
have the making up of the returns, their 
votes are never counted. In other places 
they are kept from voting by the Mississippi 
method, which is too well known to need ex- 
planation. In all the larger places the method 
works admirably. At the municipal election 
in the Capital of the State the oter day 
not a single negro vote was polled, 
- negroes knowing it would be folly 

to attempt it in the face of an armed 
white crowd assembled to preventit, The 
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The provincialism, egotism, and unfairness 
of New York journalism are well illustrated 


of New York and of this city. While. the 
reports telegraphed to the Ohicago papers 
were strictly impartial, giving each side an 
equal amount of space, a sheet like the New 
York Im, which pretends to be a news- 
paper, gives five columns to the orators from 
its city and anly about a quarter of acolumn 
to Chicago. Mr. Jeffery’s speech, which was 
the event of the day, is given eight lines. 
The World gives the New-Yorkers nearly a 
page and Chicago only a column. 

This is the way in which these provincial 
journals try to keep their readers in igno- 
rance, This is the one-sided fashion in which 
the news is doled out to them. It is looked 
on as journalism to give in full the flowery 
speech of Mr. Depew, which, when boiled 
down, was that tne New- Yorkers were about 
all there was of this country and were en- 
titled to the world, and that the Tammany 
Hall fellows were such saints and reformers 
that they could bé safely trusted to spend an 
appropriation of millions in a Presidential 
campaign year without touching politics with 
it, But a speech like Mr. Jeffery’s, brimful of 
important facts, condensing and summariz- 
ing the resources of the Great West, with its 
25,000,000 of active population, was hardly 


_thought worth mentioning. But probably it 


was deemed safer to suppress Mr. Jeffery's 
speech. Its cold facts and irresistible sta- 
tistics would have upset too many of the 
humbugging statements of the New 
York speakers. It would dave let the 
readers of these Eastern papers know 
that there is a world beyooad the 
Alleghenies, the trade of which is the life of 
New York, and without which the. New 
York Centrai would tind one track enough 
for its business. Mr. Jeffery’s speech if 
printed in the New York papers would have 
disproved the silly claim made on behalf of 
that city that foreigners would come to 
America only to see New York. It would 
also have showed the Eastern readers that if 
the Fair is to be a success it will beso not 
because of a few thousand foreigners attend- 
ing it but because of the teeming millions of 
the Mississippi Valley who will furnish the 
bulk of the visitors. 

The New York papers do not dare to be 
honest. If they were to be they might as 
well quit and give up the contest for the 
Fair at once, as their readers would then see 
that the predominant interests of the whole 
Nation would be best served by holding it 
in the heart of the continent and center of 
population and resources. 
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Boodle Senators. 

Senator Payne was boodled into the Senate 
by affection, backed by Wall street millions, and 
was not expected to do anything in the seat but 
decorate it with his pleasing person.

A Philadelphia Girl Sues Clemens Muller 
for Breach of Promise. 

New York, Jan. 13.—A breach of promise 
of marriage case in which the damages are 
put down for $100,000 was begun before Judge 
Ingraham in the Supreme Court here today. 
The plaintiff is Miss Caroline J. Cammerer, 
the 23-year-old daughter of Robert Cammerer 
of Philadelphia.

So Says the Supreme Court of the State of 
N Alabama. 

Biruineuam, Ala., Jan. 13.—[Special.}]—

The pith of it is that Coughlin 
and O’Sullivan are fé¢elmg sore at being con- 
victed while Beggs was acquitted. You re- 
member when Burke was brought back from 
Winnipeg Senator Kennedy suddenly loomed 
to the front as special counsel for him. In 
the habeas corpus proceedings before Judge 
Baker the Senator showed that he was not 
in it as a criminal lawyer. Then For- 
rest jumped into the breach to help 
the Senator, and at the jail 
Forrest was in daily communication with the 
Winnipeg prisoner. Before the trial Forrest 
had almost fatnered Burke’s case. Dan 
Coughlin insisted on having a lawyer for his 
case alone. Then Mr. Wing was taken in, 
but during the trial Forrest was continually 
pushing himself to the front and parading 
his clients, ‘Coughlin and Burke.’ Dan, as 
an old police officer, recognized the mischief 
that was being done him by being thus 
coupled with Burke, for whom there was ab- 
solutely no defense. Dan «ticked and his 
father kicked, but Forrest was obdurate. He 
was in charge of the case, he said, and would 
conduct it his own way. A half-expressed 
threat from Coughlin reached other ears 
than Forrest’s, and the result was thas for a 
week or 80 cures the trial that lawyer sung 
low, while Mr, Wing appeared as the leader. 
“Wait till tne verdict is rendered, and vou'll 
see what a mess Beggs’ lawyer has got him 
into“ was a common mode of quieting the 
prisoners When they rebelled at the action of 
their attorneys.

* Meantime O’Suilivan had also grown 
restless under the half-hearted defense which 
had been made tor him. Every objection 
and exception had been a sort of ray of hope 
to him during the trial, but when he saw 
Beggs liberated without the use of an excep- 
tion or objection he began to lose faith in the 
potency of the exception. The consequence 
was that within two weeks he sent for an- 
other ＋ to take charge ot his case. 
But this the latter refused to do out of pro- 
fessional courtesy for Messrs. Donahoe & 
David, who, he said, had made the best fignt 
possible. 

“As the matter stands now the prisoners 
are still hopeful that the Supreme Court will 
grant them anew trial, although they have 
not a tithe of the faith in their lawyers that 
they had. Mr. Wing 1s too practical to buoy 
up Coughlin with false hopes. Forrest ap- 
pears stil] for Burke, but there is not a shad- 
ow of defense for that prisoner. O’Sullivan’s 
trust in his lawyers is more than shaken, 
and Kunze seems to honestly feel that he 
has been wrongfully condemned.

THE DEFENSE DEMANDS DELAY. 
Proceedings in Court—Why Next Week 
Suits the Prisoners Better. 

Judge McConnell’s court was convened 
yesterday morning to hear arguments in sup- 
port of the motion for a new trial for the 
four convicted Cronin murderers. The for- 
mal document, covering forty-three points, 
was filed Friday night. John F. Beggs was 
an interested spectator and shook hands 
with each of the prisoners as they came in. 

Mr. Forrest, who, it is understood, appears 
now only for Martin Burke, opened the pro- 
ceedings by reading a teiegram from Judge 
Wing, to the effect that he could not be in 
court before II o’clock, having been snow- 
bound while returning from Morris, lil. Mr. 
Forrest therefore asked that the argument 
be deferred for at least a week, in order that 
he might prepare himself for a full argu- 
ment of the case. , 

The request was a complete surprise to the 
court and to the prosecution. Judge McCon- 
nell reminded the lawyer that it was now 
nearly a month since the verdict had been 
given, that in spite of the opposition by the 
prosecution he had granted the defense an 
unusually long time to prepare itself. 

Mr. Forrest acknowledged in -reply that 
the defending lawyers had prepared a state- 
ment ot “glittering generalities,” which bad 
been filed according to the letter of the order 
made by the court, but he expected to argue 
the merits of the case at length. He expect- 
ed to show that every circumstance in the 
case Was consistent with the innocence of 
me prisoners, and that his clients should be 
tried over again. Further than this, he ex- 
pected the prosecution to be brought around 
to his way of thinkmg. Forrest also inti- 
mated that it was not beyond the probabili- 
ties that the long, dreary jury hunt would be 
gone over, and that every objection and ex- 
ception taken would be analyzed. 

udge McConnell here said in plain words 
that all talk about an unfair jury from the 
defense would be a waste of words. In addi- 
tion the court entered upon a personal ex- 
janation.

HAD NO NEWS FROM THE INSIDE, 


F. H. Gibbons Clears Himself of the Sas- 
picion of Jury~Fixing- 

Judge Longenecker’s attention was called 
yesterday to a telegram signed P. H. G.,“ 
sent to one Matt Gallagher of Minneapolis 
Dec. 15, while the jury in the Cronin case 
was out, and which is in the following terms: 

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—To Matt Gallagher, Fifth 
avenue and Lyndaie, Minneapolis: Juror Cul- 
ver will never agree but for acquittal. He is all 
right. P. H. G. 

Judge Longenecker at first attached some 
importance to the telegram and took steps to 
thoroughiy investigate the matter. The 
mystery, however, was exploded later in the 
day when the man who sent the dispatch 
presented himself at the State’s Attorney’s 
oftice. He was F. H. Gibbons, a business- 
manof Minneapolis. He explained that he 
took a great interest in the trial and that he 
in common with a great many people of Min- 
neapolis was of the opinion that the prison- 
ers were not getting a fair trial. He further 
explained that Gallagher, to whom he sont 
the tejogram, like himself, was pullmg“ for 
Coughiin, Burp, ct al. Sunday, Dec. 15, he 
was stopping at the Gault House, having ar- 
rived from Mintie¢apolis a few days before. It 
was at the hotel that he heard the talk about 
Juror Culver’s stubbornness, and thinking it 
a good piece of gossip sent it to Gallagher. 
He stated further that he bad no informa- 
tion from the “inside” when he sent the 
telegr knowing nothing more avout the 
jury or Juror Culver than what he heard 
about the hotel. He said also that he was 
not a member of any Irish society in Minne- 
apolis or elsewhere, never n been, and 
never expected to be, 

J udge ee was entirely satisfied 
with Mr. Gibbons’ explanation. 

Mr. Gibbons called at Tuas Tamer office 
last evening and repeated the story of the 
telegram and his connection with it. He was 
sorry, he said, that he had achieved such 
unenviable notoriety 1 4 such a trifling 
matter. Mr. Gibbons has n a resident of 
Minneapolis for the last tweaty-five years, 
during the mostof which time he has been 
engaged in the coal business. Matt Gal- 
lagher is in the tea business in Minueapolis, 
but, according to Mr. Gibbons, he is not con- 
nected with the Clan-na-Gael or any other 
Irish society. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 18.— [Special. — 
The announcement that the Chicago papers 
had secured information ofa telegram sent 
to Minneapolis during the Cronin trial and 
signed F. H. G.“ created considerable in- 
terest in the large circle of acquaintances 
where Gibbons is known. Matt Gallacher, 
to whom the message was sent, admitted 
that Gibbons was the sender, after con- 
siderable. hesitation. Edward W. Murphy 
said that Mr. Gibbons did, in fact, 
send the quoted telegram to Mr. 
Gallagher, who showed it to him. Gibbons, 
he said, sent several telegrams from Chicago 
to his friends here, and this was one of them. 
A reporter for the d’ioneer-Press, who has in- 
timate acquaintance in Irish circles, says he 
was tola four days before the closeof the Cro- 
nin trial that there would be no conviction, 
as one juror wovid stand out. He says be 
got the information from a prominent Irish- 
man in the city, who instructed him to get 
bets on it.

THE GARFIELD STATUE AT CLEVELAND, 0. 


An Attempt to Test the Tariff Law in This 
Case. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. II.— The Garfield 
statue is in the New York Custom-House. 
There is a law permitting the entry free of 
duty of monuments and works of art for Gov- 
ernment buildings, but Sculptor Doyle wishes 
to establish a precedent, if possible, by hav- 
ing it admitted purely as a work of art by an 
American artist, without regard to the de- 
signs for its use. The committee in charge 
of the work have decided to change the name 
from Gurfield Monument to Garfield Memo- 
rial, the original name being misieading, the 
structure being more like a Ouilding than the 
popularly conceived idea of a monument.

The charge was first made simply to regu- 
late the crowds, but it will be maintained 
and the procegds used to keep the memorial 
in repair and beautify the grounds.

IN TROUBLE OVER A BOGUS MARRIAGE. 


What Was Thought to Be a Show Turns 
Out a Reality. 

Fort VALLEY, Ga., Jan. 13,—[Special. ]— 

Society circles have been full of excitement 
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Not Appear in the Original Statement 
Brought to Light—A i In- 
crease of $200,000 in the Liabilities 
More than Offsets the Advantage to 
the Cre@itors—Mr. Deimel Appears in 
the Witnese-Chair to Explain Matters. 


The creditors of Deimel Bros., the insolvent 
furniture deulers, yesterday brought to 
light about 000 worth of assets which do 
not appear in the receiyer’s schedule and, it 
is said, would never have appeared tnere. 
The discovery about doubles the tangible as- 
sets, but as it also increases the liabilities 
from $300,000, as at flrst estimated, to over 
$500,000 it is of little real advantage to the 
creditors. , | 

The one side of the affair brought out yes- 
terday by Attorney Levy Mayer at the exam- 
ination ordered by Judge Collins exposes 
what appears to be a gigantic swindle. 
Joseph Deimel confessed that the firm was 
practically insolvent since July, 1889, In that 
month it was obliged to obtain money from 
Herman Schaffner & Co., the bankers, by 
transferring its accounts to the bankers. 
Since last July this practice has been kept up 
from month to month, and yetatthe same 
time the firm bas been purchasing from deal- 
ers and manufacturers huge quantities of 
silks, plushes, and tapestries far in excess of 
the amounts needed by them in their busi- 
ness. Carpets, too, were purchased in large 
quartities. What was done with these goods 
Mr. Mayer brought out partly by nis own in- 
vestigation and partly by cross-examining 
Joseph Deimel and other witnesses. 

Last week the auction house of Elison, 
Flersheim & Co. sent out a circular offe 
tor sale tothe trade some 20,000 yardso 
vapestry Brussels t. This came to the 
attenuon of some of the Deimel creditors 
und an investigation resulted in the calling 
of Col. Zlison as the first witness in yester- 
day’s examination. The veteran. auctioneer 
said that his firm had purchased the ts 
from Josepii Deumel, for whom they soid 
smaller lots of carpets from time to time. 
About Jan. 2 Mr. Deimel offered to sell for 
cash a large — of Brussels carpets and 
the firm’s buyer, illiiam Barker, went to 
the store to look at the goods. Jan. 3 he pur- 
chased 14,978 yards of carpet for $6,066.46, the 
terms bein spot cash. A check for the 
amount was made out ana delivered to 
Joseph Deimel, indorsed on the back so that 
the bearer could obtain the currency at the 
bank without the necessity for any further 
identification. 

The following day, Col. Elison said, Mr. 
Deimel offered 5,081, yards more of the 
same kind of carpets for sale on similar 
terms. Ine auction firm did not care to 
spend so much cash for the goods and would 
not buy them, but finally Mr. Deimel agreed 
to take a sixty-day note for the amount, 
$3,303.14, and this was given him. 

JOSEPH DEIMEL’S EXYLANATION. 

What became of this money and note was 
what Joseph Deimel was calied upon to tell a 
few minutes later. Mr. Mayer asked him 
what be did with the check given him by 
Elson, Fiersheim & Co. 

“Tcashedit in over the counter at the 
bank. 

„And what did you do with the money?” 

„I gave it to my wother. She is an old 
woman ana I wanted her to have something 
to live on.“ 

Then Mr. Deimel explained that the firm 
owed the old lady $2,300 and gave it to be un- 
derstood that this amount was a part of that 
paid her. He denied this later in the after- 
noon when Mr. Mayer went for him with the 
cash book and demanded to know how much 
he had drawh from the business since Jan. I. 
One-third of the $6,000 was charged to each 
of the three brothers besides several amounts 
aggregating $4,000. It was shown that the 
sum alleged to have been borrowed from 
Mrs. Anna Deimel had been repaid to her in 
addition to the $6,000,

a Elison, Fiersheim & Co.?’’ asked Mr.

Mr. Deimel said he had discounted it to his 
father-in-law, Mr. Miller, for $8,000 and the 
brothers had divided the money for living 
expenses. 

erman Schaffner, the banker, was called 
upon to explain his dealings with the 
firm and admitted that he had been ada- 
vancing it money since June 1 last on ac 
counts with its customers, which were as- 
signed him from month to month. Mr. 
Mayer was anxious to find out just when Mr. 
Schaffner discovered that Deime! Bros. were 
in financial straits and Mr. Schaffner was 
finally compelled to admit that he bad con- 
sulted legal advice about his customers at 
least a month ago. Since then he had taken 
warehouse receipts for security and paper 
indorsed by Ignatz Deimel. The latter had 
redeemed about $40,000 of this up to Satur- 
day, the lith inst. He explained that his 
suspicions about the warehouse receipts had 
been allayed dy the statement that the goods 
had been plaeed in warehouse because insur- 
ance was less expensive there than in the 
store. Mr. Schaffner was told to bring in his 
books and accounts with Deimel Bros. today. 

William Barker of the firm of Elison, 
Fiersheim & Co. said that he had bought the 
carpets from Joseph Deimel and the latter 
had told him he was going to California for 
his health. 

MR. DEIMSL GROWS RESTIVE. 

Joseph Deimel was recalled and Mr. Mayer 
brought the perspirawon to that individual’s 
face. He started in to ask Mr. Deimel how, 
when he knew the firm was practically in- 
solvent last summer, he continued to make 
purchases and send the freah goods to the 
warehouse, where he borrowed money on 
them. Mr. Deimel made some misstate- 
ments which Mr. Mayer cornered him on. 
He said the last goods sent to warehouse 
went there in December, and was then 
shown receipts dated the day before it was 
arranged to apply for a receiver. He had 
shipped s to North, Orrison & Co. of 
Kansas City and had received about $1,600 
cash for them just before the failure. 

“You never stored or secreted goods ex- 
cept in the Sibley warehouse!“

“Do you know Strauss Bros., at No. 88538 
Cottage Grove avenue!“ 

Mr. Deimei turned a shade paler and ad- 
mitted they were his cousins. 

And don’t you know that you sent about 
$10,000 worth of goods to be stored in a barn 
in the rear of their store!“ 

Mr. Deimel stammered a denial and the 
matter was dropped for the time, 

Attorney Campbell of New York then 
cross-examined Mr. Deimel about a statement 
alleged to have been made in writi to J. 
B. Rver & Ca. of New York last 3 in 
which it is said Mr. Deimel represented that 
his firm was on a sound flnanciel basis, when 
it was in fact practicaliy insolvent. Mr. 
Deimel denied having made the schedule and 
his attorney protested against any examina- 
tion being made which he anticipated might 
afterwards be used in a criminal action. Mr. 
Deimel then admitted the total liabilities of 
the firm were over $485,000, instead of $300,000, 
as first reported. 

Judge Horton issued a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining Strauss Bros., Ignatz 
Deimel, and Anna Deimel from disposing of 
any of the assets in their possession until to- 
day. He declined to do so in the vase of El- 
ison, Flersheim & Co., or Herman Schaffner, 
but intimatéd that he would hold them m 
contempt of court if they did so.

We 
lack the vitalizing force of legitimate specula- 
non. which is the mainspring of every success- 
ful enterprise, aud without which commerce is 
never profitable, That our business has become 
inactive and poorly compensated does not admit 
of argument, out before we can apply a rem 
we must necessarily determine the cuuses whi 
have brought about the existing state of affairs. 
They are extreme low prices fer all farm 
products and the continued existence of the so- 
cailed bucket-sbops. 

It cannot be disputed that the downward course 
of prices which began sume years was ac- 
celerated by overproduction here in other 
countries, especially in Australia, uth Amer- 
ica, and India, but there are other causes equally 
Ssppserent and more within human contro} that 
should be considered. It is whe fashion 
of nearly every statisti or 
commercial circular with wh 


to assert anything less than that 
America can supply the world with meats and 
breadstuffs at less than cost, and still grow rich. 
I believe 1t to be our duty, as far as we are able, 
to correct this tendency to misrepresent the 
facts, while keeping steadfastiy in the line of 
truth ourselves. It seems to me that as to wheat 
the consumption of the world is rapidly over- 
taking what appeared like overproduction a tew 
years ago. Our own output is scarcely more on 
the average than it was ten years ago, while our 
consumption has increased materially owing to 
our large increase of population, and will for the 
current year exceed that of 1880 by at least 75 
million bushels. The same thing, doubtless, 
is ta place elsewhere, so that it may 
reasonabl be hoped that a few 
years hence this of agricult- 
ure may again become as remunerative 
as it once was. Butasto coarser grains and 
feedstuffs, of which there is an average steady 
increase of production, we have little to hope 
except in broadening our markets by a more 
enlightened system of commercial relations 
with foreign countries. The exclusion of our 
pork product (which is the most valuable por- 
tion of the surplus ofgthe corn crop. of the West) 
from the Continent of Europe is largely if not 
wholly retaliatory, and could be terminated by a 
more conciliatory fiscal policy on the part of our 
own Government, 4 

The American sgriculturists suffer more 
by their exclusion from the markets of Conti- 
nentai Eu than do all foreign manufacturers 
by our host legislation. The farmers of the 
West themselves have tre power to correct this 
evil, and they must soon become convinced that 
no imaginable enactment can be devised that 
will give them any benefit whatever from the 
present system. They must continue to sell 
where they can and buy where they must. It 
will be the dawn of anew era of prosperity in 
this 2 when they shall have buried 
out of sight the economic proposition that farm- 
ers in America are most prosperous when they 
produce an enormous surpius, which must be 
sold in free markets against the world's competi- 
tion, while their neighbors who are engaged in 
manufacturing are best off in limiting their 
product to the necessities of their own country- 
men. [Applause.} 

Whatever of doubt any of you may have re- 
garding the foregoing proposition, I am sure nore 
of you will disagree with me as to the pernicious 
effect of the “bucket shops.” While the press 
and pulpit of Chicago are deoclaiming against 
gambling in secluded places where cards are 
used, the courts of this State are holding wide 
open the doors of the dens of vice all over the 
land, where betting is carried on based on quo- 
tations which we furnish by judicial order.

These resorts are now established in 
nearly every village in the land, and their high- 
sounding names (in imitation of legitimate halls 
of commerce), with such attractive surroundings 
as their enormous ill-gotten gains enable them 
to maintain, mme making gambling respectabie in 
communities Where cards are an abomination. In 
our own und several other States laws have been 
enacted expressly to wipe out this evil, but they 
have not been enforced. The efforts of this asso- 
ciation, through its officers, to cease to be the 
feeder of these immoral institutions by owning 
and controiling our quotations have been unsuc- 
cessful owing to the decisions of an elective ju- 
diciary, who. are unable to distinguish any differ- 
ence between business and gambling. e seem 
thus to be left to our own resources, and after 
due and careful consideration Lam in favor ot 
the only remedy left us, though it may be heroic. 
Perhaps af expression at this meeting of the 
disposition of association may be all that is 


necessary. 

The subjeet of discriminations in freight rates 
by the railroads is one of the most important 
with which we shall have to deal, ano one which 
we should not be left to fight alone by the mer- 
chants of this city outside the Board of Trade. 
Your committee on transportation will codper- 
ate with any body of merchaute whose: interests 
are jeopardized, and I believe the best results 
will uttend a full meeting of this board to which 
the merchants of the city should be invited to 
consider the question. 

The Organization of limited liability companies 
to engage; in business on our exchange has be- 
come common enough to attract comment. I 
therefore suggest the advisability of such an 
amendment of our rules as will require state 
ments from such companies for public use and 
information. (Applause. | 

Your airectors are now expected to do all the 
thinking, as well as acting, for the association. 
The interest of ail the members in what is best 
for the general good is kept alive by general 
meetings of the association, where a free and 
full discussion may de indulged in. Your recent 
meetings have borne good fruit, as it was only 
your united protest that prevented the threat- 
ened increase of storage rates in this city. I 
hope for such a fair aad equitable arrangement 
with the railroads as will take the storage ques- 
tion forever out of the field of discussion.

THE TRANS-MISSOURI AGREEMENT. 
The Union Pacific and Sioux City & Paci- 

fle (Northwestern) Will Not Advance 
Grain Rates from Nebraska to St. Paul 
and Beyond, as Ordered by Chairman 
Finley—The Latter Reads Them the 
Riot Act—-East-Bound Freight Ship- 
ments Heavier than Kver Before. 
Chairman W. W. Finley of the Trans-Mis- 
souri Association afew days ago requested 
the Sioux City & Pacific, Fremont, Elkhorn 
& Missouri Valley, and Union Pacific Rail- 


roads to advance rates on grain from poiuts 


in Nebraska to St. Paulin conformity with a 
late decision by Chairman Walker of the 
Gentlemen's Association, Those roads re- 
fuse to comply with the request. The Gen- 
eral Freight Agent of the Union Pacific in 
reply to Mr, Finley says that there is in the 
interior a large amount of grain for St. Paul 
and pointe beyond purchased on the basis of 
existing rates and to comply with the ruling 
to the extent of advancitig the rates would 
result in serious embarrassment to Nebraska 
roads and would do no good to any one else. 
He does not feel that now, in the midst of 
the grain season, when prices are so low, it 
would be good policy to make any such ad- 
vance as suggested by the Chairman; on the 
contrary, he feels that such action on 
tne part of the Union Pacific 
would be detrimental to ali associawon 
lines interested. In his opinion parties who 
have bought grain in the interior have rights 
which not unlikely they can secure by legal 
process. He cannot see in what way the as- 
sociation can indemnify his company in case 
it attempts to carry out the Chairman’s rul- 
ing. He also reminds the Chairman that the 
Sioux City & Pacific has advised the Western 
Freight Association of its intention to make 
Mississippi River grates to St. Paul and Chi- 
cago rates to Duluth on grain from points on 
its line in Iowa. This, he thinks, will relieve 
the Nebraska lines of the embarrassing situ- 
ation in which they are placed and permit of 
the present rgtes being continued without 
prejudice to any one. | 

In reply to the above and also to a similar 
letter from the General Manager of the Sioux 
City & Pacific, Chairman Finley states that 
the Trans-Missouri Freight Association 
agreement has been placed in his hands for 
excution and that he must require each mem- 
ber to comply with its provisions; that he 
has set forth the position which these com- 
paniés occupy toward the agreement in the 
matter of grain rates from Nebraska to 
St. Paul and points beyond, this action 
being taken under the requirements of 
Sec. 8, Art. 3, of the agreement. Ia taking 
this posicion he has extended to them and 
others interested ail the privileges and all 
the rights which tne original and supple- 
mentary agreements accord. Anything of 
aifferent nature must be accomplished by 
action taken under its rules and articies of 
agreement. There is no power vested in him 
to consider anything eise. These had been 
interpreted. and there could be no doubt as 
to their meaning with regard to this matter, 
and haying made demand upon them fora 
1323 revision of their grain rutes from 

evraska to St. Paul and points beyond, 
there was but one thing left for him todo 
under the articies of agreement anda that 
was to assess the penalties for willful disre- 
gard of ite provisions. Chairman Finley 
turtber states that the strength ot the asso- 
ciation was largely in the support which it 
derivés from its members.

EAST+BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 


The Record Beaten Last Week by Over 
20,000 Tons. 

East-bound freight shipments from Chica- 
go for the week ending last Saturday were 
the heaviest ever known. They beat the rec- 
ord by over 20,000 tons. The aggregate of 
through and local shipments of ali kinds of 
freight, except live stock, amounted to 
131,793 tonsg against 112,500 tons the week be- 
fore and 73,386 tons for the corresponding 
week last year, when shipments were con- 
sidered quite heavy. The Lake Shore beat 
its owh record by carrying 25,161 tons; the 
other roads carried the following amounts: 
Michigan Central, 22,490 tons; Wabash, 4,680 
tons; Fort Wayne, 12,520 tons; Pan-Handle, 
10.650 tons; Baitemore & Ohio, 14,786 tons; 
Grand Trunk, 18,839 tons; Nickel-Plate, 12,205 
tons. 

Shipments of flour, grain, and provisioas 
from Chicago through to seaboard points and 
forexport during the last week by the vari- 
ous Central Traffic Association roads were 
equaliy heavy, The totaishipments amounted 
to 99,518 tons, against 77,404 tons for the 
week previous, au increase of 22,024 tons 
over the week previous. For the 
corresponding week last year the total 
shipments of the same articles amounted to 
only 46,577 tons, or less than halt the amount 
ship last week. Flour shipments last 
week were 7,890 tons, against 4,575 tons last 
year; grain, 75,915 tons, against 31,971 tons; 
provisions, 15,710 tons against 9,731 tons. The 
percentages carried by the various roads 
were as follows: Chicago & Grand Trunk, 
13.8; Michigan Central, 27.3; Lake Shore, 
17.9; Fort Wayne, 9.6; Pan-Handie, 7.2; 
2 & Onio, 18.6, and Nickel-Plate, 
10.6

LA GRIPPE AND MICROBES, 


M. Pasteur Says the Disease Is Propagated 
by Bacteria. 

New York Sun: The microbe is the first 
hving thing which maxes its appearance in 
organic matter undergoing the process of de- 
composition. It is so small 6s to be scarcely 
distinguishable in its various species. The 
fact that these germs of disease caused terrt- 
bie maladies was discovered by M. Pasteur. 
Among the contagious diseases spread by 
microbes are smaii-pox, tuberculosis, bron- 
chitis, and yellow-fever. The microbe which 
attacks the human system is thread-like and 
cylindrical in form, and breeds at the rate 
of thousands a minute. Pasteur holds cha 
the quickest way to destrey them is to inhale 
oxygen freely. 

Itdhhas recently become evident to medical 
men that the ailment known as la grippe or 
Russian influenza is propagated by microbes,

GRIPPE. 

Prof. La Fetra of No. 1861 Broadway, who 
was one of the first to point out that the grip 
is being caused by microbes, explained yes- 
terday what he knows of the nature of the 
unwelcome visitor. He said tne most active 
of all microbes yet discovered is la grippe 
bacteria, it being almost impossible for the 
eye to follow their movements even with the 
aid of a powerful microscope which magni- 
fies them to 1,500 times their original size. 

From the marvelous activity which they 
show in their movements one can readily im- 
agine the destruction they can cause when 
once they get in the system. As regards the 
composition of the microbes, 80 far scientists 
have been baffled in all their efforts to gain 
any definite knowledge on this subject. 
When seen oy the aid of a microscope of 
5,000 diameters only a faint outline of their 
various forms can bediscerned. The cover- 
ing or coat of the bacteria, so far as can be 
ascertained, is a gelatinous matter nearly 
transparent. 

The powerful lights uvired to illu- 
minate the disk on which the sem 
transparent germs are shown sometimes 
prevent their bemg seen, the rays 
of light being muob coarser than the 
microbes themselves. There are two special 
recognized forms of poisons, and fluids; 
both are known to be filled with these germs, 
aud large numbers of them are inhaled daily, 
many of which manage to impact themseives 
in the system. It is becoming to be a general- 
ly-recognized fact that all diseases ure due to 
fermentanion, and that the presence of mi- 
crobes in the system is the cause of the 
same. 

By carefully comparing the illustrations it 
will be seen that the microbes of the grip, 
pneumonia, and sumption bear a close 
resembiance to each other. This fact alone, 
so medical men say, should prompt every body 
affected to combat early against a possibie 
fatal disease.
